EXAMINER STATEMENT 

1 . This action is responsive to the amendment filed on 03/01/2010 and subsequent 
supplemental amendments filed on 05/21/2010 and 07/30/2010. Of the original claims 
1-28 filed, claims 2-3, 5, 8, 10-11,13, 16-18, 21-22, 24-26 and 28 have been amended 
and claims 1,4, 6-7, 9, 12, 14-15, 19-20, 23 and 27 have been canceled by the 
applicant's amendments. Therefore, claims 2-3, 5, 8,10-11,13,1 6-1 8, 21-22, 24-26 
and 28 are pending. 

Applicants' amendments and arguments filed for the instant application on 
03.01/2010 , 05/21/2010 and 07/30/2010 have been fully considered, and are deemed to 
be persuasive. Therefore, claims 2-3, 5, 8, 10-11, 13, 16-18, 21-22, 24-26 and 28, are 
deemed to be allowable over the prior art of record. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. With regards to claim 44, the prior art of records as cited in application, alone or 
combined, does neither anticipate nor render obvious, inter alia, as a whole, the 
uniquely patentable feature of: " Obtaining from a Repurchase desk, a second cost of 
borrowing a financial instrument for a second particular duration of time; determining an 
offer price for a second forward contract for the financial instrument wherein the second 
forward contract has a settlement date different from the settlement date of a first 
forward contract and wherein the settlement date of the second forward contract 
corresponds to the second particular duration of time; and communicating a determined 
offer price for the second forward contract wherein the offer price for the second

forward contract for the financial instrument is displayed together with the determined 
offer price for the first forward contract for the financial instrument; and wherein the 
participant buys and sells the forward contract without the participant interacting with the 
repurchase c/es/c ". 

Discussion of Cited Prior Art 

3. The applicant's remarks filed in response dated May 03, 2010, see page 13-14 
and arguments provided in subsequent supplemental amendments on 05/21/2010 and 
07/30/2010 are persuasive and compelling that the cited prior art of Finkelstein et al. 
(U.S. Pub No. 2001/0037284), Dwin (U.S. Pub. No. 2004/0030638) and Jones et al. 
(U.S. Pub No. 2004/01 33494) alone or combined, does neither disclose or renders 
obvious the unique features as listed above.
